COMPOSITION AMD ORGANIZATION 

2. The Security Committee shall be eomposed of one representative 
from each of the member departments and agencies of OSCIB, to bo desig- 
nated fay the lncoribeut OSCIB neober* An alternate nenber, with plenary 
power, shall also be designated to net in the absence of the regular 
re presentative. 

3* A permanent non-voting Chairman of tho Security Canmittee 
shall be provided by the Executive Secretary, OSCIB, from among the 
technical personnel assigned to the Executive Secretariat. 



4. The Chairman shall be respossible for the efficient function- 
ing of the Security Committee, and shill perform such administrative 
duties as may be required. To this aid he shall prepare and distributes 
agenda for meetings, papers in support of agenda items, resumes of 
decisions, minutes and vote sheet actions. 
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5» Secretarial services for the Security Cconittee shall be 
vided by the Executive Secretary, USCZB, from among the olerioal 
sconel assigned to the Executive Secretariat* 



FUNCTIONS 

6* The Security Cconittee shall serve as a standing g ro u p for 
USCIB and USCXBEBC in natters of cc s un interest involving the security 
of conramlcationa intelligence for ahich USCIB is reepcneible, and 
shall consider and make reeanaandaticne on all such natters* Such 
recoanaendatione sill be forwarded to the Executive Cosnittee for 
action unices specifically directed otherwise by the Board* 

7* The Security Ccnaittee shall also consider and make recom- 
mendations to the Executive Cconittee on matters concerning security 

standards and practices in the field of coenuni cations Intelligence

PROCEDURES 

B. The Security Cconittee shall meet regularly at the call of 
the Chairman* A special nesting may be called if, in the opinion 
of the Chairman or any nehber of the cconittee, circumstances 
warrant such action* 

9* An agenda shall be promulgated by the Chairman in advance of 
each regular nesting* Any member of the Security Cconittee may place 
an item on the agenda by notifying the Chairman in writing, or by 
introducing the item at a meeting with the concurrence of all m e mb er s .

10o The Security Ceudttee shall forward its conclusions and 
re cc B sa e n daticne to the Executive Secretary far appropriate action*

Minority opinions, shall be forwarded by the Gbairaan to the Sxeou- 
tive Secretary for appropriate action* 
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
